Homelessness is not just about sleeping rough. The homeless can be people staying in 
hostels or temporary accommodation; those occupying properties that would otherwise 
remain empty; as well as people living under constant threat of physical, sexual oremotional 
abuse from their families, landlords or fellow tenants. A home means security, a sense of 
belonging, privacy and stability. Homelessness is caused by a lack of decent, affordable 
homes: it is a housing problem - nota people problem. 


The situation is deteriorating and will not improve until the root causes of homelessness 
are recognised and tackled. Secure and affordable homes must be developed in all our 
communities, Decent housing is the foundation on which our lives are built, 


While 864,000 properties stand empty - a new all time high - the Government is intent 
on reducing the housing choices available (o vulnerable people. Two proposed pieces of 
legislation are set to make the situation even worse: Firstly the Government aim to remove 
rights to permanent housing for homeless people altogether and, secondly, The Criminal 
Justice Bill contains measures which aim to outlaw nomadic living and criminalise the 
occupation of unused houses by squatters. 


The housing crisis is now worse than ever. This festival is one of many attempts by 
homeless people to bring to the attention of the public the scale and nature of the problem, 
We hope you will enjoy the many entertainments on offer today and that you will leave with 
a greater understanding of the issues involved. 

Together we can create change.

Without a 
massive building and redevelopment programme dedicated to producing good 
quality, low cost homes for rent, the number of homeless people will contnue to rise. 
Many organisations are working to ease the suffering of the homeless and homeless 
people themselves are taking action to improve their situations in a wide variety of 
ways.

Since the implementation of the Government's “care in the community” policies, many 
people have been discharged from institutions into unsuspecting and ill-prepared 
communities, The number of homeless people with mental health problems has risen 
dramatically in the last few years and the CITY AND HACKNEY MIND stall shows 
how this national charity is working locally to support some of Britain's most 
vulnerable people. 


Speakers from CHAR (the campaign for the single homeless), THE NATIONAL 
ROMANI RIGHTS ASSOCIATION, SQUASH, and THE CAMPAIGN FOR BEDSIT 
RIGHTS will be appearing on stages throughout the festival and throughout the day. 
They will also be speaking in the Alternative Ideal Homes/Information Area - see notice 
board for times and details. THE NATIONAL ROMANI RIGHTS ASSOCIATION are 
also hosting a stall so drop by for a chat. 


“Short-life Housing Equals Logical Living” - according to the snail-trail at SHELL. 


This exhibition shows that empty properties can be used for the benefit of their owners 
as well as the homeless. Mutually beneficial licensing agreements can be negotiated 
between the owners of empty properties and potential tenants. Find out about living in a 
SHELL and discover the joy of short-life housing. 


Without a job it can be impossible to find a deposit for somewhere to live - and without 
somewhere to live it can be impossible to get a job. For many people this cycle of 
hopelessness and homelessness can - and must - be broken. FOYER offers a solution to 
this trap which recognises the complexity of problems facing homeless people. Come to 
the FOYER display to find out more. 


Despite what the press may have you believe, there’s nothing new about New Age 
Travellers. A photo exhibition in The Village shows 20 YEARS OF TRAVELLING 
from the travellers’ side of the lens. The Criminal Justice Bill seeks to outlaw the 
nomadic way of life and eradicate this alternative to urban homelessness. Visit this 
exhibition - and the FRIENDS, FAMILIES AND TRAVELLERS SUPPORT GROUP 
stall - to get the real story. 


ARCHITYPE are one of the UK’s premier “green” architect firms, working to enhance 
and improve housing in the environment. This is the way towards housing that people 
actually want to live in! 


Every winter the Government sets up temporary hostels to prevent the “street-homeless” 
from freezing to death in embarrassingly large numbers. Come to the RESIDENTS 
ACTION GROUP stall (in association with CHAR and THE BIG ISSUE) to find out 
why residents think this is not enough. 


The Mongolian Yurt houses various photo exhibitions and displays about the work of 
groups like ACTON HOMELESS CONCERN, CRISIS, a group of Berlinners who 
have taken direct action to deal with homelessness, 
and more. Come along to find out what a yurt is - 
and Stay to learn more about these diverse 
approaches to the homelessness nightmare.

Whilst 864,000 empty properties go to waste, 
people suffer needlessly on the streets, Empty 
houses are no use to anyone. THE ADVISORY 
SERVICE FOR SQUATTERS (ASS) and 


SQUATTERS ACTION FOR SECURE HOMES (SQUASH) are campaigning to 
reduce homeless by promoting the rehabilitation and occupation of disused property. 
Squatters are not people who move into your home while you are on holiday or at the 
shops! They are a diverse range of people, including many families, who occupy empty 
property in order to avoid having to sleep on the streets. Shelter have estimated that 
there are up to 2 million people in Britain who are homeless, at risk of homelessness, or 
forced to share with other people. Squatting provides a temporary solution to some of 
their problems - and squatting is still legal. Find out about the campaign to keep it that 
way at the ASS/SQUASH stand. 


FINSBURY PARK HOMELESS FAMILIES group works with families facing the 
ongoing crisis of homelessness. To find out how you can get involved visit their stall 
and get chatting. 


Alternative health care and information can be found in the Village yurt-tent HEALING
